Its  nearly  900 
members  include  not  only  professional  libra- 
rians, but  also  many  others  who  appreciate 
that  the  greatest  educational  problem 
before  the  country  is  the  development  of 
public  libraries  as  a  supplement  tothe  public 
schools,  and  who  recognize  in  this  association 
the  organized  forces  now  shaping  the  mod- 
ern library  movement  in  America. 

Besides  advancing  general  library  inter- 
ests in  every  practicable  way,  the  association 
aims: 

1  By  organization  and  force  of  numbers 
to  effect  needed  reforms  and  improvements, 
most  of  which  could  not  be  brought  about 
by  individual  effort. 

2  By  cooperation  to  lessen  labor  and 
expense  of  library  administration. 

3  By  discussion  and  comparison  to  utilize 
the  combined  experiments  and  experience 
of  the  profession  in  perfecting  plans  and 
methods,  and  in  solving  difficulties. 

4  By  meetings  and  correspondence  to 
promote  acquaintance  and  esprit  de  corps. 

To  the  leaders  of  the  association  libraries 
everywhere  turn  for  advice  as  to  buildings, 
administration  and  employees;  and  from  its 
ranks  nearly  all  important  library  positions 
in  the  country  are  filled.

American  Library  Association  Exhibit 

INTRODUCTION 

For  the  World's  Columbian  exposition  of 
1S93,  by  request  of  the  American  library 
association,  the  national  library  exhibit  was 
prepared  at  the  New  York  state  library, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  exposition  the  collec- 
tion was  deposited  permanently  in  this  fire- 
proof library.  By  a  similar  request  the 
exhibit  for  Paris  has  also  been  prepared  at 
Albany.  Its  excellence  is  due  to  the  skill 
and  experience  of  Miss  Florence  Wood- 
worth,  who  from  the  first  has  had  the  imme- 
diate direction.  With  limited  time,  more 
limited  space  and  still  more  limited  means 
the  problem  has  been  difficult.  Mr  Howard 
J.  Rogers,  who  was  in  1893  in  immediate 
charge  of  the  New  York  state  educational 
exhibit  at  Chicago,  has  at  Paris  as  director 
of  the  American  exhibits  in  social  economy 
and  education  given  us  all  assistance  in  his 
power.  Mr  Andrew  Carnegie  has  gener- 
ously made  the  exhibit  doubly  profitable  to 
visitors  by  bearing  personally  all  expenses 
of  representative  American  librarians  who 
will  spend  two  months  each  in  Paris  in 
immediate  charge.     Mr  Joseph  L.  Harrison 
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of  the  Providence  (R.I.)  Athenaeum  (B.L.S. 
of  the  New  York  state  library  school)  has 
given  his  services  for  three  months  in  in- 
stalling the  exhibit  and  starting  the  work 
successfully.  Miss  Mary  W.  Plummer,  a 
graduate  of  the  first  class  and  later  on  the 
faculty  of  the  school  and  now  director  of  the 
library  and  library  school  at  Pratt  institute, 
Brooklyn  (N.Y.)  takes  charge  during  July 
and  August.  The  exhibit  thus  represents 
not  only  American  librarianship  but  the 
spirit  of  helpfulness  which  has  made  our 
best  work  possible  and  which  never  fails  to 
respond  generously  in  time  and  money 
whenever  there  is  need. 

The  chief  regret  is  that  our  unceasing 
efforts  failed  to  secure  space  adequate  for 
what  we  wished  to  show7.  Every  courtesy 
was  received  from  every  official,  but  the 
space  was  simply  not  to  be  had.  We  have 
therefore  tried  to  select  those  parts  of  our 
large  exhibit  which  would  in  small  space 
show  most  of  our  American  system.  At  the 
close  of  the  Paris  exposition  this  exhibit 
will  be  added  to  that  from  the  Chicago 
World's  fair,  and  with  larger  space  and  fire- 
proof quarters  it  will  be  constantly  increased. 
It  has  been  made  by  cordial  cooperation  of 
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many  librarians  who  wish  it  to  be  of  the 
greatest  practical  service.  The  New  York 
state  library  and  school  are  equally  glad  to 
make  its  resources  available  to  all  who  wish 
to  stand  on  the  shoulders  of  their  predeces- 
sors by  utilizing  their  experiments  and 
experience.  All  interested  in  library  prog- 
ress will  recognize  the  importance  of  con- 
tributing to  this  general  collection  anything 
which  will  add  to  its  completeness  and  prac- 
tical value  and  thus  make  it  more,  effective 
in  its  mission  of  helping  on  the  work 
summed  up  in  our  motto:  "The  best  read- 
ing for  the  largest  number  at  the  least 
cost".

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OUTLINE  OF   EXHIBIT 

The  American  library  association  exhibit 
at  the  Paris  exposition  of  1900  aims  to  illus- 
trate by  carefully  selected  types  the  many- 
sided  modern  work  of  American  libraries. 
The  material  exhibited  is  divided  into  five 
main  parts:  1)  monographs;  2)  pictures; 
3)  charts,  picture  bulletins,  etc.  ;  4)  books; 
5)  appliances. 

1  Monographs.  Three  monographs  are 
in  preparation: 

a  Handbook  of  American  libraries  in- 
cluding exhaustive  statistics  collected  by  a 
committee  of  the  American  library  associa- 
tion, Frederick  J.  Teggart,  Thomas  L. 
Montgomery  and  Clement  W.  Andrews  and 
edited  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee. 

b  Pitblle  libraries  andpopidar  education 
by  Prof.  Herbert  B.  Adams  of  Johns  Hopkins 
university,  published  by  the  New  York  state 
library.  This  fully  illustrated  monograph 
is  written  in  a  popular  style  from  an  educa- 
tor's point  of  view  and  contains  a  bibliog- 
raphy of  the  subject  by  Frederick  W.  Ash- 
ley, New  York  state  library  school,  1900. 

c  The  modern  American  library  by 
Melvil  Dewey,  director  of  the  New  York 
state  library;   a  statement  of  the  broader 
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conception  of  the  modern  library  and  its 
work  which  is  now  accepted  by  the  most 
progressive  library  workers.  This  includes 
museums,  pictures,  study  clubs,  extension 
teaching  and  all  other  features  of  home 
education  as  a  necessary  part  of  modern 
library  work. 

2  Pictures.  The  collection  consists  of  10 
framed  wall  pictures  and  about  700  photo- 
graphs and  plans  exhibited  in  wing  frames 
and  portfolios.  There  are  also*  shelved 
with  the  books,  an  album  contributed  by  the 
Providence  (R.  I.)  public  library,  containing 
a  number  of  plans  and  photographs  of  the 
new  building,  and  a  volume  from  the  New- 
ark (N.  J.)  public  library,  showing  front 
elevation  and  floor  plans. 

Wall  pictures 
The   wall   pictures,  which  form   a  frieze 
above  the  cases,  represent  some  of  the  finest 
buildings    of    various   types    of    American 
libraries.

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Wing  frames  and  portfolios 
The  main  collection  of  over  600  photo- 
graphs and  about  50  plans  is  exhibited  on 
sheets  22x28  inches.  Each  sheet  is  head- 
ed by  statistics  giving  population  of 
city,  date  of  founding  library,  source  of 
income,  number  of  volumes  and  when 
an  exterior  is  shown,  date  of  erection  of 
building.  The  photographs  are  generally 
arranged  according  to  the  Decimal  classifi- 
cation. In  the  enumeration  which  follows, 
photographs  in  the  wing  frames  and  port- 
folios are  treated  together. 

American  library  association.  This  as- 
sociation is  represented  by  groups  taken  at 
Philadelphia  (Pa.)  1897  and  at  Atlanta  (Ga.) 
1899. 

Library  schools.  Study,  lecture  rooms 
and  class  groups  of  the  largest  four  library 
schools  are  arranged  chronologically  by  date 
of  founding  of  the  schools:  New  York  state 
library  school,  Albany  (N.Y.)  1887,  Pratt  in- 
stitute library  school,  Brooklyn  (N.  Y. )  1890, 
Drexel  institute  library  school,  Philadelphia 
(Pa.)  1892,  University  of  Illinois  state  library 
school,  Urbana  (111.)  1893.  There  is  also 
a  class  group  from  the  oldest  summer  library 
school,  that  conducted  at  Amherst  (Mass.) 
college  since  1891  by  William  I.  Fletcher. 
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Library  commissions.  Illustrations  of 
the  work  of  the'library  commissions  include 
the  traveling  wall  and  hand  pictures  circu- 
lated by  the  New  York  state  home  education 
department,  founded  1891,  and  views  of  the 
traveling  library  stations  established  by  the 
Wisconsin  free  library  commission.  Aside 
from  the  pictures  exhibited  by  the  commis- 
sions are  views  of  the  traveling  libraries  of 
the  Brooklyn  (N.  Y.)  public  library  and 
the  Free  traveling  library  bureau  of  the 
Missouri  state  federation  of  women's  clubs. 
There  are  also  hand  pictures  and  art  studies 
circulated  by  the  Carnegie  library  of  Pitts- 
burg (Pa.)  and  the  Scoville  institute  library, 
Oak  Park  (111. )  The  Young  women's  Chris- 
tian association,  New  York,  circulates  art 
studies  and  "cheer  pictures,"  the  latter 
intended  for  invalids  in  special  need  of 
diversion.  These  are  exhibited  in  a  special 
portfolio. 

Historical  society  andatheneum  libraries. 
Photographs  of  the  Pennsylvania  historical 
society  library,  Philadelphia,  the  first  meet- 
ing place  of  the  American  library  association 
1876,  are  followed  by  those  of  other  historical 
society  and  atheneum  libraries,  etc.  includ- 
ing the  libraries  of  the  Buffalo  (N.  Y.)  his- 
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torical  society,  Library  company  of  Philadel- 
phia (Pa.)  founded  by  Benjamin  Franklin  in 
1731  and  the  Providence  (R.  I.)  Athenaeum. 

Government  libraries.  These  are  repre- 
sented by  views  of  the  New  York  state 
library,  the  Kansas  state  historical  society, 
the  library  of  the  U.  S.  surgeon-general's 
office,  the  elevation  and  plans  for  the  new 
building  of  the  Wisconsin  state  historical 
society,  and  the  nine  Copley  prints  of  the 
Library  of  congress.  From  the  latter,  ref- 
erence is  made  to  the  full  exhibit  of  the 
national  library  installed  with  the  other 
Washington  institutions  in  the  education 
section  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Education 
and  liberal  arts  building. 

Public  libraries.  This  group  contains 
over  400  pictures  from  about  75  public  libra- 
ries ranging  from  the  Boston  (Mass.)  public 
library  with  its  740,064  volumes  to  the  Ogden 
free  library  of  Walton  (N.  Y.)  with  2000  vol- 
umes. These  libraries  are  arranged  accord- 
ing to  number  of  volumes,  that  those  of  the 
same  size  may  be  more  easily  studied. 

Libraries  of  over  250,000 volumes,  which 
make  up  the  first  part  of  this  group,  include 
19  wing  frames  of  Copley  prints  of  the  Boston 
public  library,  shown  by  courtesy  of  the  pub- 
lishers, Curtis  &   Cameron,  Boston  (Mass.) 
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These  are  followed  by  elevations  and  plan  of 
the  New  York  public  library  (Astor,  Lenox 
and  Tilden  foundations)  with  views  of  the 
Lenox  library,  and  10  wing  frames  showing 
the  recently  completed  building  of  the 
Chicago  public  library. 

Libraries  of  less  than  250,000  volumes 
cover  widely  differing  types  of  public  libra- 
ries and  a  wide  geographic  range. 

Beginning  with  the  well  filled  rooms 
of  the  Philadelphia  free  library  showing 
the  advantages  of  access  to  shelves,  branch 
libraries  are  illustrated  by  those  of  the 
Cleveland  (O.)  public,  New  York  free  circu- 
lating and  Aguilar  (New  York)  libraries. 

Museums  in  connection  with  public  libra- 
ries are  seen  in  the  Milwaukee  (Wis.)  Omaha 
(Neb.)  Dayton  (O.)  and  Buffalo  (N.  Y.)  li- 
brary buildings,  the  museum  and  art  gallery 
in  the  last  case  being  under  separate  con- 
trol; also  in  the  special  buildings  for  the 
science  and  art  museums  of  the  Springfield 
(Mass.)  city  library  association.  Aside  from 
those  of  Buffalo  and  Springfield  the  collec- 
tion contains  views  of  the  art  galleries  of 
the  New  York  public  library,  Peabody  insti- 
tute, Baltimore  (Md. )  and  James  Prender- 
gast  free  library,  Jamestown  (N.  Y.) 
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Pratt  institute  free  library,  Brooklyn  (N.  Y. ) 
illustrates  a  free  library  in  connection  with 
a  large  technical  school,  the  Cathedral  li- 
brary association,  New  York,  one  in  connec- 
tion with  a  church.  The  John  Crerar  library, 
Chicago,  is  a  good  example  of  a  scientific 
library  actively  cooperating  with  the  other 
libraries  of  a  great  city. 

The  Salem  (Mass.)  public  library  shows  a 
private  residence  remodeled  as  a  library 
building,  and  the  Osterhout  library,  Wilkes- 
barre(Pa.)  is  an  admirable  specimen  of  a 
library  remodeled  from  a  church. 

Among  the  most  interesting,  because  the 
most  recent,  are  the  new  buildings  for  the 
public  libraries  at  Newark  (N.  J.)  Providence 
(R.  I. )  Atlanta  (Ga. )  and  that  for  the  District 
of  Columbia  at  Washington  (D.  C.)  The 
plans  for  the  two  former  are  exhibited  in  book 
form,  those  of  the  two  latter  are  in  the  group 
of  Carnegie  libraries. 

Aside  from  the  libraries  of  this  group 
which  are  mentioned  above,  the  east  is 
represented  by  the  following  publig  libraries 
in  Massachusetts:  Worcester,  Lowell,  New- 
ton, Cambridge,  Brookline,  Lawrence, 
Woburn,  and  the  Forbes  library  at  North- 
ampton ;   the   middle    west    by    the   public 
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libraries  of  Detroit  (Mich)  Toledo  (0.) 
Indianapolis  (Ind.)  and  Minneapolis  (Minn.) 
the  extreme  western  states  by  the  Los 
Angeles  (Cal.)  and  the  Portland  (Or.)  public 
libraries. 

The  libraries  of  less  than  25,000  volumes 
which  conclude  this  group  range  from  New 
Hampshire  to  California.  These  libraries  are 
architecturally  among  the  most  attractive 
and  represent  one  of  the  most  interesting  and 
effective  phases  of  modern  library  work,  that 
connected  with  the  smaller  cities  and  towns. 

Children's  departments.  38  photographs 
illustrating  children's  departments  in  19 
libraries  show  the  trend  of  the  present 
movement  to  provide  the  best  library  facil- 
ities for  children.

The  picture  catalog  to  accompany  the 
George  D.  Macbeth  home  library  sent  by 
the  Carnegie  library  of  Pittsburg  (Pa.)  con- 
sists of  a  series  of  attractive  pictures,  one 
for  each  book,  intended  to  give  the  children 
an  idea  of  the  book  and  to  make  them  feel 
like  reading  it.  The  author  and  title  of 
the  book  are  put  under  the  picture  illus- 
trating it,  all  being  displayed  on  a  sheet  to 
hang  on  the  wall  of  the  home  where  the 
library  is  being  used.

Full  exhibits  are  made  of  the  printed  matter 
issued  by  the  American  library  association 
publishing  section,  Library  Bureau  and 
Publishers'  weekly  office.  Bibliographies  of 
individual  authors  and  of  special  classes  and 
subjects  issued  by  various  libraries,  pam- 
phlet volumes  of  selected  fiction  lists, 
catalogs  of  French  and  German  books  in 
public  libraries  and  of  music  circulated  are 
also  shown. 

The  Newberry  library,  Chicago  (111.)  ex- 
hibits the  section  on  academies  of  the  British 
museum  catalogue  of  printed  books:  acces- 
sions arranged  in  one  alphabet  and  printed 
at  the  Newberry  library,  Chicago  by  the 
blue  print  process  devised  by  Alexander  J. 
Rudolph.  This  work  is  described  in  Library 
journal,  Mar.  1899,  24:102-5.  A  specimen 
volume  of  the  Newberry  library  Genealog- 
ical index  in  a  Rudolph  indexer  book,  an  ac- 
count of  which  is  given  in  Library  journal, 
Feb.  1899,  24:  53-55.  is  also  shown. 

A  collection  of  union  lists  of  periodicals 
based  on  and    prefaced    by    Aksel    G.   S. 
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Josephson's  Bibliography  of  union  lists  of 
periodicals  illustrates  an  interesting  phase 
of  library  cooperation.  Poole' s  index  to 
periodical  literature  representing  the  best 
single  piece  of  work  yet  accomplished  by 
American  library  cooperation  is  shown  by 
courtesy  of  Houghton,  Mifflin  &  Co.  Boston. 
Other  examples  of  this  cooperation  are  seen 
in  the  specimen  volume  of  the  Annual  lit- 
erary index  edited  by  William  I.  Fletcher 
and  Richard  R.  Bowker  and  in  the 
11  A.  L.  A."  index  to  general  literature 
edited  by  William  I.  Fletcher. 

A  volume  entitled  Manuscripts  and  early 
printed  books  bequeathed  to  the  Long  Is- 
land historical  society  by  Samuel  Bowne 
Duryea  is  exhibited  by  the  compiler,  Charles 
A.  Nelson. 

Catalogs  and  bulletins.  Classed,  author 
and  dictionary  catalogs  and  bulletins  from 
various  libraries  include  those  from  Harvard 
university,  Boston  (Mass.)  public,  Boston 
(Mass.)  Athenaeum,  U.  S.  surgeon-gen- 
eral's office,  New  York  public  and  Columbia 
university  libraries,  the  two  latter  sending 
the  Astor  library  Catalogue  and  the  Cata- 
logue of  the  Avery  memorial  library  of 
architecture  compiled  by  Charles  A.  Nelson. 
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A  pamphlet  volume  of  specimen  library 
bulletins  shows  the  leading  features  of  these 
general  bulletins;  i.  e.  classified  lists  of 
monthly  additions  and  special  reading  lists; 
it  also  illustrates  methods  of  cataloging, 
forms  of  printing,  etc. 

Library  economy 

Compends.  The  collection  of  library  com- 
pends  shows  the  progress  made  since  1893  in 
collecting  material  for  a  comprehensive 
library  manual ;  i.  e.  Papers  prepared  for 
the  World' s  library  congress  held  at  the 
Columbian  exposition,  Public  library  hand- 
book  of  the  Denver  (Col.)  public  library, 
Public  libraries  in  A}nerica  by  William 
I.  Fletcher,  Hints  to  small  libraries  by 
Mary  W.  Plummer,  Library  primer  by 
John  C.  Dana  and  Simplified  library  school 
rules. 

Periodicals.  General  library  periodicals 
are  represented  by  Library  journal,  v.  24, 
with  the  General  index  to  vols.  1-22,  1876- 
97 ;  also  by  sets  of  Public  libraries.  Library 
notes,  Pratt  institute  monthly:  library 
number  and  St  Louis  public  library  maga- 
zine. 

Associations.  This  section  includes  com- 
plete sets  of  the  Papers  and  proceedings 
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of  the  American  library  association  and  the 
Occasional  papers  of  the  Pennsylvania  li- 
brary club,  also  the  Manual  of  the  New  York 
library  club  and  circulars  and  other  printed 
matter  tracing  the  history  of  the  American 
library  association  and  of  26  state  and  1 1  local 
associations.  A  large  collection  of  portraits 
of  American  library  association  officers  and 
members  of  committees  is  accompanied  by 
records  of  their  present  and  past  positions 
and  offices  and  lists  of  their  contributions 
to  library  literature. 

Library  schools.  The  library  schools, 
in  the  following  list  of  material  exhibited  by 
them,  are  arranged  chronologically  by  date 
of  founding. 

New  York  state  library  school,  Albany 
(N.  Y.):  four  volumes  of  circulars,  programs, 
syllabuses,  etc.  including  one  volume  re- 
lating to  the  summer  course ;  examination 
papers  1889-99;  selection  of  theses  and  com- 
plete sets  of  reports,  bulletins  and  printed 
bibliographies  by  students. 

Pratt  institute  library  school,  Brooklyn 
(N.  Y.):  volume  of  circulars,  examination 
papers  and  schedule  of  class  work  i899~i9oo» 
also  class  portraits  preserved  in  bound 
envelops. 
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Drexel  institute  library  school,  Philadelphia 
(Pa.):  five  volumes  of  outlines  of  courses, 
blanks  and  forms,  circulars,  schedule  of  class 
work  1898-99  and  specimen  examination 
papers. 

University  of  Illinois  state  library  school, 
Urbana  (111.):  carefully  prepared  volume 
of  printed  and  typewritten  papers  showing 
scope  of  school  since  its  beginning  at  Ar- 
mour institute,  Chicago  (111.)  1893. 

Library  commissions.  This  most  impor- 
tant collection  of  reports,  circulars,  etc.  shows 
what  is  being  done  in  American  education 
by  state  aid  to  libraries.  The  bound  reports 
of  the  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  New 
Hampshire,  Vermont  and  Wisconsin  library 
commissions,  and  those  of  the  New  York 
state  home  education  department,  special- 
ly its  public  libraries  division,  will  richly 
repay  careful  study.  Allied  to  this  collec- 
tion are  the  two  pamphlet  volumes  made  up 
of  the  most  helpful  obtainable  papers  on  the 
library  as  an  educator  and  on  its  relation  to 
schools. 

Administration.  29  volumes  of  statistics 
and  forms  prepared  for  the  World's  Colum- 
bian exposition  cover  in  condensed  form  the 
main  departments  of  library  administration. 
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A  tabulation  of  the  rules  of  43  American 
libraries,  and  a  volume  showing  in  parallel 
columns  10  important  American  and  Eng- 
lish cataloging  codes;  i.  e.  Library 
school,  Cutter,  Linderfelt,  Wheatley,  Per- 
kins, American  library  association,  Bodleian, 
Library  association  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
Jewett  and  British  museum,  are  alsoexhibit- 
ed  by  the  New  York  state  library  school. 
Melvil  Dewey's  Library  school  rules  and 
Charles  A.  Cutter's  Rules  for  a  dictionary 
catalogue  show  two  codes  commonly  used 
in  American  libraries. 

A  volume  of  comparative  classifications 
contains  16  systems  of  classification  in  use 
in  various  libraries.  Aside  from  this  are 
Melvil  Dewey's  Decimal  classification 
and  Abridged  decimal  classification  with 
the  "  Decimal  classification  ;  index  supple- 
ment of  geographic  names  "  used  in  the 
New  York  state  library  as  a  guide  to  the 
catalog  and  shelves,  Charles  A.  Cutter's 
Expansive  classification,  also  John  Ed- 
mand's  classification  used  in  the  Mercantile 
library,  Philadelphia  (Pa.)  and  the  modifica- 
tion of  it  adopted  by  the  Minneapolis  (Minn. ) ' 
public  library. 
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As  space  would  not  admit  of  a  special 
binding  exhibit,  a  list  of  the  most  note- 
worthy specimens  in  the  collection  is  given 
in  the  card  catalog  of  the  exhibit. 
Samples  of  20  styles  of  temporary  binders 
selected  from  the  New  York  state  library 
school  museum  are  also  shown. 

General  libraries.  Besides  the  large 
collection  of  library  reports,  complete  sets  of 
forms  and  blanks  are  exhibited  by  the 
Boston  (Mass.)  and  St  Louis  (Mo.)  public 
libraries,  Springfield  (Mass.)  city  library, 
the  John  Crerar library,  Chicago  (111.)  and 
the  New  York  state  library. 

Libraries  for  the  blind.  This  collection 
consists  of  publishers'  lists  of  books  for  the 
blind,  printed  in  the  best  known  four  types, 
catalogs  of  books  for  the  blind  circulated 
by  several  large  American  libraries,  forms 
and  blanks  used  in  the  department  for  the 
blind  in  the  New  York  state  library,'  also 
specimen  volumes  printed  in  New  York  point, 
American  Braille,  Boston  line  letter  and 
Moon  type  with  descriptive  labels  indicat- 
ing in  which  libraries  each  is  specially  used. 

Children! s  libraries.  Illustrative  mate- 
rial, including  reading  lists,  from  the  chil- 
dren's  departments  of  the  country  is  ex- 
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hibited,  together  with  special  collections 
from  the  Medford(Mass.)  public  library  and 
the  Carnegie  library  of  Pittsburg  (Pa.) 

Traveling  libraries.  Aside  from  the 
specimen  traveling  libraries  shown  among 
the  appliances,  volumes  of  circulars,  etc. 
with  New  York  and  Michigan  traveling  li- 
brary finding  lists,  illustrate  traveling  library 
work  in  13  of  the  19  different  states  which 
have  followed  the  lead  of  New  York  in  send- 
ing the  library  to  those  too  far  away  to  come 
to  it.  A  map  prepared  by  the  Ohio  state  li- 
brary commission  shows  graphically  the  dis- 
tribution of  traveling  libraries  in  that  state. 

5  Appliances.  Lack  of  space  crowded 
out  most  of  the  large  collection  of  library 
appliances.  This  is  specially  regrettable 
as  it  illustrated  one  of  the  most  strongly 
marked  features  of  American  library  admin- 
istration. To  economize  space,  appliances 
in  the  form  of  books  are  arranged  with  the 
general  collection  of  books ;  e.  g.  accession 
books,  temporary  binders,  etc.  The  collec- 
tion of  appliances  itself  will  be  permanently 
preserved  in  the  New  York  state  library  as 
part  of  the  Library  school  museum. 

Catalog.  Appliances  for  the  catalog 
are    illustrated    by   a  fully  equipped  card 
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catalog  case,  which  contains  a  dictionary 
catalog  of  the  exhibit,  printed  cards, 
and  shelf  and  serial  lists  on  cards.  The 
latter  should  be  compared  with  the  printed 
serial  sheets  for  the  record  of  continuations, 
devised  by  the  John  Crerar  library,  Chicago, 
and  exhibited  with  the  books. 

The  collection  of  printed  cards  comprises 
those  issued  by  the  American  library  asso- 
ciation and  includes  cards  for  current 
books  and  books  on  English  history, 
scientific  periodicals  and  composite  books 
and  sets  such  as  Depew's  ioo  years  of 
A  merica7i  commerce,  Public  documents  of 
Massachusetts,  Bulletin  and  me?itoirs  of 
the  New  York  state  museum  and  the 
Annual  reports  of  the  U.  S.  bureau  of 
ethnology  and  U.  S.  national  museum. 
There  are  also  sets  of  50  or  100  cards  from 
Harvard  university  library,  Cambridge 
(Mass.),  Boston  (Mass.)  public  library, 
Carnegie  library  of  Pittsburg  (Pa.)  and  also 
the  cards  issued  by  the  U.  S.  department  of 
agriculture,  Washington  (D.  C.)  indexing 
the  Yearbook  1894-98.  Besides  these  are 
included  a  card  index  of  genera,  species 
and  varieties  of  plants,  published  by  Joseph- 
ine A.  Clark  of  the  U.  S.  department  of 
agriculture,  Washington,  and  a  bibliography 
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of  American  botany,  issued  by  the  Cam- 
bridge (Mass.)  botanical  supply  company. 

A  specimen  card  catalog  is  shown, 
using  the  printed  cards  of  the  American 
library  association  publishing  section. 
There  are  two  classed  catalogs  arranged 
by  the  Decimal  classification)  i.  e.  the 
John  Crerar  catalog  of  printed  cards,  in 
three  parts,  author  and  subject  lists  and 
subject  index;  and  the  cards  of  the  New 
York  state  library,  in  two  parts,  name  and 
classed  catalogs,  with  full  descriptions. 
The  "  Decimal  classification;  index  supple- 
ment of  geographic  names"  to  be  used  in 
connection  with  a  classed  catalog  is  re- 
ferred to  on  p.  27.  A  sample  is  also  shown  by 
the  New  York  state  library  of  its  name  list 
for  official  use ;  this  list  includes  all  the  head- 
ings used  in  the  name  catalog  with  the 
record   of  authorities  consulted. 

Loan.  Complete  working  models  of  four 
loan  systems  are  shown ;  i.  e.  the  three  sys- 
tems which  received  the  award  at  the 
World's  Columbian  exposition, Chicago  1893, 
the  Newark(N.  J.), Boston  (Mass.)Athenaeum 
and  Schwartz  and  one  devised  since  then,  the 
Browne  charging  system  as  used  at  the  Med- 
ford  (Mass.)  public  library.  Material  used  in 
the  course  in  loan  department  work  at  the 
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New  York  state  library  school  is  exhibited  in 
a  volume  containing  full  descriptions  of  ir 
typical  loan  systems  with  mounted  blanks 
illustrating  each. 

Shelf.  Shelf  department  appliances  are 
represented  by  pamphlet  cases,  book  sup- 
ports, shelf  list  on  cards,  etc. 

Literary  methods.      Cabinets   with   files 
and  indexes,    pamphlet    cases,    trays,    etc.- 
accompanied  by  ■descriptive  matter,  empha-  I 
size  the  value  of  standard  sizes  in  economic- 
al and  convenient  library  administration. 

Traveling  libraries.  Aside  from  the 
circulars,  etc.  referred  to  on  p.  29  four 
traveling  libraries  show,  with  the  descrip-* 
tive  matter  accompanying  them,  the  scope 
and  helpfulness  of  the  traveling  library, 
movement  in  America.  These  libraries  are: 
specimen  of  the  general  traveling  library  of  50 
booksandthe"environment  library"  of  books 
and  pictures  relating  to  Hiawatha  exhibited 
by  the  New  York  state  home  education  de- 
partment, the  travel-stained  case  and 
well  worn  books  of  the  Stout  traveling  li- 
brary no.  26  shown  by  the  Wisconsin  free 
library  commission  and  the  George  D. 
Macbeth  home  library  with  its  beautiful 
editions  of  children's  books  from  the 
Carnegie  library  of  Pittsburg  (Pa.) 
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
